Washington, September 13.—Ger­ 
man Ambasasdor Bernstorff will tell 
the state department, it was learned 
today, that such incidents as that of 
the Arabic will continue to occur un­ 
til Great Britain disavows orders to 
commanders of merchantmen to ram 
submarines at all times. 
The department will be told that 
Germany expects the United States 
to secure 
such a disavowal 
from 
Great Britain, 
thus proving 
real 
American neutrality from 
the Ger­ 
many viewpoint. 
It was also stated 
that “full satisfaction” means “full 
regret.” 
There was the best grounds for be­ 
lief that Bernstorff had been turned 
dowTn by his government on the full 
satisfaction issue. 
Secretary Lans­ 
ing unexpectedly went to the White 
House for 
a 
conference 
with the 
President at 10:30 a. m. to-day. The 
nature of Bernstoriff’s statements, 
made to Lansing, promises to mak e 
an exceedingly serious situation a t 
once between Washington and Ber­ 
lin. 
The ambassador will tell Lans­ 
ing that no one in Germany believes 
the United States is neutral and that 
this government must dissipate that 
belief 
by tak ing up the issue with 
London. 
An amicable 
understanding was 
reached at 
today’s conference be­ 
tween 
Ambassador Bernstorff and 
Secretary of State Lansing, it was 
officially stated this afternoon.

be longer not douiKed since the official 
Austrian war office statem ent adm it­ 
ted it. 
The officiar Russian resume 
reaffirm* 
the success, giv ing full de­ 
tails as to 
the booty taken. 
It is as­ 
serted that an etrtire Anstro-German 
battalion was destroyed and that the 
R ussians to o k on Pec. TO, thirty-one 
officers and twenty-fiv e hundred men 
as prisoners, < aptnring also sixteen 
guns. 
Only at one |*>h*t does the official 
Russian war bulletin admit success 
on the part of the Teutonic adv ersar­ 
ies, namely, in- the district east of 
Vilkomir, northeast of the captured 
fortress of Kov no, ami not far from 
the 
Yilna-Dwinsk-Petrograd 
railroad 
Here, the Austro-Germans with the 
aid of strong ffeld and siege artillery, 
are adv ancing thus far without check, 
the statem ent declares. 
As for the rest or the entire front, 
howev er. Perrograd. in sum ming tip 
the situation, asserts the Austrian«

"dashing 
from one part of the line to the other 
In an effort to strike a decisiv e blow." 
But if the Teutonic allfes had their 
minds ui>on certain principal objects,

Odessa. Vflna— the sudden turn of the 
Russians, 
reinforced 
and 
supported 
by apparently adequate com m unica­ 
tions, is bound to result in sweeping 
changes in the Teutonic plan, and 
optim istic 
critics 
here 
predict 
the 
com plete frustration of the main pro­ 
gram, prov ided that the Russians will 
be able to make good their gains of 
the last few days. 
Little importance is attached by ex­ 
perts here to the appearance of Ger­ 
man submarines in the Black sea, fol­ 
lowed. according to the Russian state­ 
ment. by the dispatching of torpedo 
craft to combat the submersibles. 
From both the Russian and the Ger­ 
man statemenTs it is ev ident that the 
Germans hav e made little or no prog­ 
ress toward what is generally believ ed 
is for the present their main objec­ 
tiv e, Riga. 
Berlin claims a success on the Nie- 
men, betw een Duna and Moicz, say-j 
ing that 1,800 prisoners and fiv e m a-| 
chine guns were taken.
